THE BRIDGE, they explain, was 


started when 
steel was hard to 


get—in 1941. When it was finished

about 25 per cent lighter than the 
regular-cemenr floor and allowed 
a larger saving In steel design—as 
well as money. 


It was built to replare the old 


bridge built by Le« and Ogle 
counties In 1900 and, the engin- 
eer* believed, it was going to be 
one of the wonders of the high- 
way world. It was 1,000 feet long, 
had a 20 foot roadway and two

only $470,003, including the re- 
moval of the old bridge.

advised not to "waste time" in at- 
tempting to court the South. 


"They said to me, don't cross 


the Mason and Dixon line, that 
whole country is mortgaged to one 
party and you would be merely 
wasting your time," he said.

gage on the South." 


Eisenhower hit at what he called 


the administration's "cheap mon- 
ey" policies and.increasing central- 
ization of power in Washington.

Gold Theft 
Puzzling to 
Authorities 


Bullion Valued at 
$300,000 Missing; 
Mystery Growing 


TORONTO, Canada—UP)— 


A nation-wide alarm was out 
today for nearly a half ton of 
gold, valued at about $300.- 
000, which vanished after it 
was placed in an unguarded, 
padlocked cargo shed at near- 
by Malton Airport terminal. 


Police said they believed the 


gold had been stolen but there ap 
peared to be some queaton as to 
where the theft might have taken 
place.- Officials were close-mouth- 
ed about details of both the dis- 
appearance and the subsequent in- 
vestiagtion.

Third Theft 


If the bullion had been stolen, 


it was Canada's third major gold 
theft in four months. 


Packed in six boxes weighing a 


total of 848 pounds, the gold ap- 
parently vanished late Wednesday. 
Police were not called in, however, 
until Thursday morning. 


The six boxes of precious metal 


were part of a shipment of 10 in 
transit to Montreal. Only four of 
the ten, containing about J150.000 
worth of bullion, were checked in 
at the final destination.

BOGOTA, Colombia W» — Th«_ 


Evangelical Confederation of Pro*' 
testarit churches has accused Co- 
lomblan police of -shooting and 
killing a youth and stabbing two 
others during a district prayer 
meeting. 


The purported attack was one of 


30 cases of religious persecution in 
this predominantly Catholic coun- 
try between June 21 and Aug. 31, 
the confederation reported yester- 
day. 


It charged also that Wade Cog* 


gins, a member of the U.S. Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance Mis- 
sion, was beaten with a machete 
by a civilian while the missionary 
was conducting a religious service. 
In other incidents, it was charged, 
Protestants were beaten,' abused, 
insulted and Jailed. 


The confederation, a group'of 17 


Protestant denominations, has Is- 
sued periodic reports of trouble^, 
here between Protestants and Cathy 
olics. The government has replied 
in the past that it deplores the 
religious strife but cannot guaran- 
tee protection to the Protestants 
if they try to win converts in what 
is officially a Catholic state.

Lower Farm Prices Slows Rise 
In Land Price: V. S. Survey 


WASHINGTON OB-A decline in 


the prosperity of farmers is acting 
as a brake on a long upswing in 
prices of farm land, the Agricul- 
ture department reported today. 


Land prices increased less dur- 


ing the four-month period ended 
last July 1 than in any other four- 
month period since the war in Ko- 
rea began In mid-1950. 


The department has reported 


that farm income will be smaller 
this year than last, largely be- 
cause of higher production costs. 


In a report on the farm real 


estate situation, the department 
«aid that in the broad Midwestern 
corn-livestock area, weaknesses In 
producer prices of hogs and cattle 
and some uncertainty AS to the 


long-range outlook for farm prod- 
uct prices are slowing further in- 
creases in farm land prices. 


The department reported that 


prices of farm real estate for the 
country as a whole rose an aver- 
age of 1 per cent from March 1 to 
July 1. In the corresponding period, 
last year the increase was 5 pet 
cent. 


Likewise, the increase during the 


year ended July 1 was less than 
a third of the gain made in the 
previous 12-month period.

Edson Tells How Nixon Gave Him Story 


WASHINGTON— (NEA)—It often happens that, when 


a reporter is not able to trace down rumors to their source and 


Ineffectually dispose of them one way or another, a direct in. 
*quiry to "headquarters" may bring out a reply, and the truth. 


That is all that happened in connection with the story 


which Republican Vice-Presidential Candidate Richard Nixon 
authorized me to publish last week regarding a fund of some 
17,000 which had been raised by a committee in Southern 
California, to help pay Nixon's political expenses. 


As related by Nixon in his tele 


vision and radio broadcast 
day night, I asked him about 
rumors of such a fund Sunday 


•flight, Sept. 14. after I had ap 


peared with him on another tele- 
vision program. His answer, as 
the Senator reported to the entire 
country, was that "there was no 
seciet about it." And, as he said 
over the air, he told me Dana 
Smith .of Pasadena was adminis 
trator of the fund, and how to 
reach Smith. 


On Monday, Sept. 15. I tele 


phoned Smith m Pasadena from 


^Washington. Nixon had said, as 


related in my story, that he did 
not personally know much about 
Uie details of the fund since Smith 
handled it, but that Smith would 
tell me. He did. 


I fust heard the rumor aiound 


the Conrad Hilton Hotel during 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion. It was to the effect that a 
gioup of 100 Southern Cahtornia 
lUsmessmen had each contributed 
i200 to give Nixon a supplemental 
salary of $20,000 per year. My first 
inclination was to dismiss it as 
just another one of those things a 
leporter heats, but I asked a num- 
ber of California correspondents 
about it. They said they had never 
heard of such a fund. 


Among the newsmen I talked 


to about it was Jim Bassett, now 
Nixon's press secretary. He was 
•then political editor of the Los 


!%i.ngfcles Mirror. I had known him 


a long time. He had covered Nix- 
on's campaigns and knew South- 
em 
Calif01 nia politics. But he 


said he had never heard the story. 
* • * 


Bassett had an idea the rumor 


might be a confused and warped 
version of the activities of the 
Southland Committee. This was 
a group of Republicans who raised 
money to support various politi- 


candidates during their cam- 


paigns. 


Back in Washington, after the 


Democratic Convention, I found 
awaiting me a letter from a Call- 
fotnia editor which commended 
to my attention this young Call- 
foinia Senator whom he knew 
well. 
~I wiote for more 
infotmation 


about Nixon and mentioned the 
junior that had been prevalent 
in Chicago. A very 
full 
letter 


about Nixon's rise was received in 
icply. It told about a "fact-finding" 
committee which had scouted the 
distiict to find a candidate for 
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Congress, and how they had final- 
ly picked young Dick Nixon. 


"It was never 'a group of 100 


businessmen' who would rule or 
ruin," the letter said. 


I wrote to other California edi- 


tors during August and got no

other Oalifoimans about it. One of 
them called to my attention an 
organization known as "Republi- 
can Associates." But this turned 
out to be a gioup of California 
employers who were conducting a 
mail campaign among their em- 
ployes in support of Republican 
political candidates.

NATO's Record Warns Reds: 
Allied Nations Mean Business 


The career of NATO has been beset by differences among 


the Western nations, by setbacks, downward revisions of 
goals, confusions and dire predictions of final failure. 


• But despite all, the organization was effectively put in 


being and latest reports indicate it is not far from achieving 
the reasonable goals set for it last winter at Lisbon. 


U. S. officials at the Pentagon say the objective of 4000 


combat-ready aircraft by Dec. 31 will be missed by only five 
or six per cent. 


The aim of 50 land divisions, 25 fit for combat and 25 in 


reserve, will be "comfortably close" to fulfillment. By this 
Pentagon men mean the 25 combat-ready units will be fully 
manned and equipped and the 25 reserve units will be well 
on the way. 


These figures are somewhat tentative. The complete and 


exact state of readiness achieved this year will not be known 
until NATO holds a meeting Dec. 15 to set fresh goals for 
1953 and 1954.

Pentagon officers declare NATO commanders are happy 


both over the quality of their troops and the kind and 
amounts of their equipment. 
They stress it never was an 


Allied goal to match Russia and the Iron Curtain countries 
division forvdivision. 


The intention was and is to deter the Soviet Union from 


aggression by creating a force which, in combination with 
our atomic potential, would be of sufficient stature to con- 
vince the Reds that any invasion would be ruinous for them. 


If the 1952 goals are even roughly approved, this con- 


stitutes substantial accomplishment. The record of 1952 
should serve as a healthy guide to NATO planning for 1953 
and beyond. 


It should serve also to notify the Kremlin that the West, 


for all its intra-family differences, is capable of doing what 
it sets out to do. The story of NATO to date ought not to 
be lost on Moscow as a lesson of what would lie ahead if Rus- 
sia and her compulsory friends dare to move aggressively. 


Germany Takes Lesson in Morals 


It was rather like a shotgun wedding. The atmosphere 


was stiff and cold. And yet it had to be recognized as' a sig- 
nificant milestone. The German government at Bonn was vol- 
untarily signing a pact with Israel for -the payment of $822 
million in restitution for the Nazis' crimes against the Jews. 


No one should have been surprised at the absence of a 


brotherly spirit at the signing. Hitler's legacy of hate and 
bitterness could not be so swiftly wiped out. 


Nevertheless, the act by the Bonn government is a first 


step toward recognition by Germany of ita moral responsibil- 
ity for what happened. More than that, however bitter the 
pill, it is recognition by Germans that they must learn to live 
in a world peopled by humans of many different types and 
beliefs. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Penicillin, Sulf a Drugs Give 
Best Results in Scarlet Fever 


BY EDWiN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


One of the serious childhood con- 


tagious diseases is scarlet fever. 


In recent years, it haa seemed 


to be on the downswing; that is, 
there have not been as many cases 
of the disease as there were in 
the past, and it has also been com- 
paratively mild, but is still a seri- 
ous condition. 


In 1942, for example, there were 


over 125,000 cases of the disease 
reported in the United States, and 
425 deaths from this cause. 


The germ which causes scarlet 


fever is a streptococcus. Scarlet 
fever is contagious; that is, it Is 
spread from one person to another, 
especially during the early part of 
the disease. It attacks at any .age, 
but is niost common in children 
and partly for this reason is most 
frequent during the school year. 


The disease develops from one 


to seven days after exposure. Gen 
erally, the symptoms pome on sud- 
denly with chilly sensations or real 
chills. Vomiting is common. Head- 
ache is also often present. 


The fever develops rapidly and 


rises quickly to 104 or 105. The 
throat is usually sore, the tongue 
coated and a cough may be pres- 
ent. Flushing of the face is the 
rule. 


The rash usually appears about 


the second day. It looks like seat' 
tered red points on the skin and Is 
likely to appear first on the neck 
and chest, but spreads rapidly to 
the entire skin. 


In two or three days it fades. 


After the rash and Tcvcr havc'Icft, 
the skin looks dry and rough and 
gradually the outer skin begins to 
peel and shed. 8om«Um*fl U come* 


off in large flakes which can be 
peeled like an apple. 


Strict isolation and quarantine is 


advisable. Quarantine ordinarily 
runs for six to eight weeks, though 
there Is a tendency to shorten this 
period. Those who have 
a 
dis- 


charge from the ears or nose after- 
wards have to be quarantined for 
onpcr periods. 
PREVENT COMPLICATIONS 


Many doctors recommend active 


immunization that is, the use of 
elections of scarlet fever toxin 
aimed at building up a resistance. 
This is probably particularly de- 
sirable for nurses or others, who 
are especially likely to be exposed. 


The treatment is aimed at the 


relief of symptoms, the shortening 
of the disease and the prevention 
of complications. 


Among the 
complications 
are 


Bright's disease, or nephritis, swol- 
len glands, arthritis, bronchitis or 
bronchopneumonia, and infections 
of the car. 


Antitoxins or serums obtained 


from convalescent patients have 
been used with good results, but 
today penicillin or one of the sul- 
fas seem to give the best results. 


One attack of scarlet fever usu- 


ally gives 
Immunity 
for 
life, 


though second and even third at- 
tacks have been reported.

list, with the title of honorary chairman. Jaffe told Miss MacDonald 
that this front was organized to "support the president's'stand on the 
urgency of a second front in 1942." 


Charles Chaplin, our honorary chairman, will speak," Jaffe 


wrote, "along with Representative Elmer J. Holland, Jan Struther, 
Lillian Hellman, Carl Van Doren. I. F. Stone, and Margo. 
Orson 


Welles will preside." The "sponsors" named in the ensuing text in- 
cluded some notorious Communists and the usual tag-along names 
of fading "celebrities" who warmed their old bones in the bleak rays 
of the Roosevelt smile at some sacrifice of their dignity. 


"We beg you to add your name as sponsor," Jaffe wrote. "The 


cause is great and the moment is critical. I know that Charles Chap- 
lin and Orson Welles join me in making this plea to you."

fastidious bellicosity of Mr. Welles. 


Mr. Hughes, in his testimony be- 


fore the House committee on un- 


American activities, ran on as fol- 
lows : 


"Charlie Chaplin wouldn't go 


across the street to a USD enter- 
tainment during the war when Bob 
Hope and everyone was flying all 
over the country—wouldn't cross 
the street. I have known him since 
1922. . He was a Communist then 
and we fought Communism." 


Parnell Thomas, the chairman 


of the committee, asked how a 
rich man who owed all his material 
success to a capitatlist nation 
could become a Communist. 


"Charlie was a very poor boy in 


the slums of London," Hughes re- 
plied. "His father apparently-de- 
serted his mother. 
She lost her 


mind and when Charlie was rich 
she came over here and died. He 
said a very pathetic thing: 'My 
mother went to the insane asylum 
fearing that I was dying of starva- 
tion. Now I am rich and famous 
but I can't tell her because she 
won't 
understand it.' He had 


great bitterness. Max Eastman, 
who is an anti-Stalinist and, I 
think, anti-Communist now, came 
out to live with Charlie. Charlie 
picks 
up 
culture 
through his 


glands. He hasn't read anything. 
He 
thought 
Communism 
was 


smart. 
I fought him for years. 


He thought it was the smart thing 
and all of them thought it was the 
intellectual thing to do. I said 
one time: 'Charlie, you are rich. 
The individual poor man can die 
of starvation on your doorstep and 
you would kick him off.' 


"He said: "Yes, I have been poor. 


I hate the dirty unwashed.' He 
refused to appear on a program 
that would have brought from $3S,- 
000 to $50,000 for the relief of star 
vation in Eastern Europe. Forty 
cents would save a child from dy 
ing for one week. I said: 'But, 
Charlie, if you don't come up, we 
wpn't get the money.' ' 


"He said: 'Oh, if they would 


only recognize the Soviet govern- 
ment.' " 


Hughes wheedled and Chaplin 


stood fast because he said person1 
al 
appearances 
"embarrassed" 


him. 


Finally, so reads the 
record, 


Hughes said: "Charlie, I have 
known of some pretty rotten peo- 
ple but I consider you the most 
hardened 
person 
I 
have ever 


known. 
You wouldn't walk into 


a room and talk a few minutes to 
raise 35 to 60 thousand dollars to 
save the lives of these starving 
children." 


Hughes testified that he had pos< 


itive knowledge that Chaplin haa 
been a Communist since 1922.

Boston Red Sox was not only an 
artistic but a financial success 
since it went a1 long .way toward 
making each of the Yankee play- 
ers some five or six thousand dol- 
lars richer. 


Newhouser, in the twilight of his 


14-year career with the Detroit 
Tigers, can look for no such fi- 
nancial gain, however, but his 3-2 
triumph over the St. Louis Browns 
was the 200th of his major league 
career and placed him in a select 
group with 54 other pitchers. 


It was a great day for Reynolds, 


who a year ago this week pitched 
a no-hitter against the same Red 
Sox to clinch the Yanks' 1951 
championship. The pitching of the 
quarter-blooded Creek Indian was 
not of that variety yesterday, but 
he drove in the winning run with a 
ninth-inning single to rack up his 
20th win of the season.

The experience of spending 18 


hours in a rowboat in the Atlantic 
ocean off St. Petersburg, Fla., has 
been reported by Dr. and Mrs. C 
D. Hartman, former residents of 
Sublette. who moved a year ago 
to Florida, where Dr. Hartman is 
on the staff of the Bay Pines Vet- 
erans hospital. 


The incident occurred about two 


weeks ago. 
' 


For the past year the Hartmans 


and their daughter, Donna, have 
resided at 208 Sunset Drive South, 
St. Petersburg, and have fished 
from boats off the shoreline. 


With a neighbor. Art Benson, the 


Hartmans began fishing about 1:30 
p.m. about two and one-half miles 
away, in Tampa Bay. 


After a successful day of fishing, 


the trio decided to return home at 
4:30 p.m., when they discovered 
the motor would not work. They 
began rowing toward shore, as 
heavy winds came up, pushing 
them toward the Gulf strear". 


Both men and Mrs. Hartman 


rowed toward shoie but could make 
no headway against the storm. 
Finally the group decided to an- 
chor and wait out the storm, while 
Dr. Hartman attempted unsuccess- 
fully to fix the motor. In the mean- 
time, they continued to bail water 
from the wave-tossed boat. After 
the storm passed, the moon came 
out and the trio decided to wait 
until the Coast Guard had been 
notified by their family andfiiends. 


A plane came over during the 


evening, and Hartman soaked a 
rag in gasoline, tied it to his fish- 
ing pole, and was icady to light it 
as a signal when they realized the 
plane was not a Coast Guard plane 
searching for them but a Cuba- 
bound airliner. 


About 4:30 a.m. the following 


day, Mrs. Hartman wrote, she 
managed to sleep for about one- 
half hour, then awoke to see the 
moon setting and the sun rising. 


At 6:15 a.m. the group in the 


small boat heard a plane and dis- 
covered it was a Coast Guard PBY 
headed in their direction. They 
waved their hats and the pilot 
veered toward them and circled 
the boat after buzzing them. Then 
the plane headed back to the main- 
land to notify the Coast Guard, 
which picked up the weary fisher- 
men at 7:07 a.m. 


The Coast Guard had been noti- 


fied by the families of the trio and 
had conducted a search during the 
night, but could not leave the chan- 
nel for fear of being grounded in 
their 38-foot boat. 


The group of searchers included 


a taxicab driver who had been call- 
ed to take a neighbor to the land- 
ing, 
from where the Hartmans 


usually went fishing. After driving 
the volunteer searchers to the pier, 
the cab driver parked his taxi and 
joined the group until 3 a.m. 


A breakfast was served shortly 


after the trio returned to their 
homes, but Mrs. Hartman wrote 
none of them felt hungry during 
their experience. They spent 18 
hours in the boat and were out 
about four miles, drifting about 
hree miles during the night to just 
one-half mile from the Gulf stream. 


Mrs. Hartman concluded, "Aside 
rom some sore muscles and blis- 
ters on our hands, we're fine. I 
didn't even catch cold, which is 
something for me." 


And as for the fishing, it was 
me, she mentioned, with all catch- 
ng their limit of black and red 
groupers at the beginning of the 
8-hour experience.

fensive is tied in with the decision 
of Moscow to summon an All-Union 
Congress of the Soviet Communist 
party Oct. 5, the first such con- 
gress in 13 years. 


;The major attack-is in Asia. One 


goal is the expulsion of American 
Influence through damage to Amer- 
ican prestige. The ultimate goal is 
Communist domination of all Asia. 
But the Communist appetite will 
not even be satisfied with that. In 
the future are plans for domination 
of the Middle East, Africa and 
South and Central America.

Peiping, under much noise. 


The "Congress of Partisans in 


Defense of Peace in Asia and the 
Countries of the Pacific Ocean"— 
the mouthful title of this meeting— 
will dutifully adopt resolutions as 
follows: 


1. Against remilitarization of 


Japan. Demanding withdrawal of 
all occupation 
forces 
(meaning 


American forces now there under 
a separate treaty) from Japan. 


2. Against bacteriological war- 


fare and weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. 


3. For the outlawing of war prop- 


aganda. 


4. For "peaceful solution" of the 


Korean conflict and other conflicts 
threatening world peace. 


5. For development of •interna- 


tional trade on '.'the basis of equal- 
Uy and mutual advantage," for de- 
velopment

among nations, for steps to raise 
living standards of nations.

American warmongers and aggres- 
sors. There will be other resolu- 
tions, too, dealing with such mat- 
ters as Indian-Pakistani relations, 
national independence of countries 
in North Africa and the Middle 
East, against remilitarization of 
Western Germany and for a united 
Germany, and so on. 


The presence of large delegations 


[from Latin America can be re- 
garded as a clear warning to the 
West. 


The Peiping news agency an- 


nounces that delegations will be 
present from Mexico. Guatemala, 
Colombia, Salvador, Honduras. 
Chile, Peru. Ecuador and Panama. 


The work of the peace congress 


is cut and dried. It has been de- 
cided well in advance, and the 
dupes present will be led about 
by the nose by the Communist 


manipulators of the sessions. The 
Communists are going to squeeze 
out .every ounce of propaganda 
from this effort. 


In Moscow, the Soviet Union will 


use its party congress to announce 
that the USSR wants only peace 
and the right to build socialism'. 
There will be a crashing crescendo 
of Soviet propaganda all through 
this fall and winter. The West has 
been forewarned in time to plan 
its counter-attack.

week to be from one. to five per 
cent higher than a year ago, and 
order volume higher in most 
wholesale markets. 


Chain stores and mail order 


houses report August sales higher 
than last year, increases ranging 
from one to 31 per cent. 


Television set sales, production 


—and in some cases prices—are 
reported climbing. 


Christmas retail sales in the na- 


tion's stores should top last year's 
total, according to Howard P. 
Abrahams, manager 'of' the sales 
promotion division' of the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association. 


Job* Plentiful
